Under the above headiug a wheat- 
grower remarks : 

The wheat plant readily adapts itself 
t«/a vari.ty of soils and climatic in- 
fluences, provided the*e soils are dry and 
rich. We find prime fields of wheat 
grown in the moat unfavorable seasons, 
and inferior field* in seasons which are 
called good for wheat. Among all its 

than one-half the farmers who attempt 
its cultivation. Some seem to regard it 
as an aquatic plant, requiring little be- 
sides water for its subsistence. We fre- 
quently hear farmers inquiring afier a 
variety ol wheat adapted to poor soil, 
determined at all hazard* to starve the 
wheat to death if they fail to drown it. 

The first requisite for a good wheat 
crop i* a soil well aupplied with plant 
food adapted to the wants of that 
plant. If the soil is not naturally dry, 
it should be thoroughly drained, not 
with a tew furrows on the surface, as is 
too ofteu seen in wheat field*, but with 
good uttderdrains of tile or stone. To 
properly prepare a field to receive the 
seed is by no means an unimportant 
matter to be attended to by some <: .-in- 
terested employe, but should receive the 
immediate attention of the pioprietor, 
and if he should g2t between the plow 
handles once in a while, if a good plow- 
man, so much the better. Although I 
regard a goed summer fallow aa the very 
beat preparation lor wheat, yet a good, 
clean, rich barley stubble should not be 
discarded. Summer fallows have Ites 
conic deservedly unpopular 
farmers for two good reasons. They sel- 
dom summer-fallow a Held unless it is too 
poor to raise a paying crop of anything, 
and in the next place they do not half 
tend the fallow alter it is once broken. 
Our he*t succets ha* been with a clover 
ley turned down between Juno 1 and the 
10th, with a strong growth of clover just 
coming into blossom ; ground plowed 
from six to seven inches deep, and the 
surface thoroughly cultivated three 

inches in depth. 

I have growu wheat this seaeon upon 
soil treated in the above manner, which 
iri 1868 produced fourteen bushels of 
wheat per acre. This ground has re- 
ceived no mauure since, and baa been 
regularly cropped with barley, wheat, 
and corn, with clover every third year, 
and my crop this year upon this piece 
will yield from thirty to thirty-five 
bushels per acre. So much for clover. 
I have a thirteen-acrc corn field this 
year well manured la»t fall and winter, 
which I propose to summer-fallow next 
year by way of experiment, and if as 
successful aa I anticipate, I shall leave 
barley out of the rotation hereafter, be 
lieving that a heavy wheat crop is worth 
more and costs less than a crop of bar- 
ley and a moderate wheat crop, aud it 
leaves the land iu better eouditicn for 
future crop* With audi a rr?paralion 
I th uld Dot only be sure of a good crop 
ot whtat, lut would be almost certain 
of a good stand of young clover after 
th" wl oat crop was taken off. (The 
c?ov«r makes first-class hay for fattening 
steer* in winter.)

A party of laborers under the mper 
iutendence of C. A. Currier, of Chicago, 
were engaged in makidg a large excava- 
tion upon the Chicago and North wt st- 
ern Railroad, about one ami a hail miles 
west < f Deuieoti, Iowa, in obtaining 
grave! lor the purpose of makiue exten- 
sive repairs of the road near that j.lsce. 
Th. y had reached a depth of about fif 
teen feet when they came upon a vast 
accumulation of bones, which, a* the 
work proceeded, they continued to rind 
along the entire line of the excavation 
for a distance of nearly two thousand 
feet, The bones lie in a bed of gravel 
and the strata in every direction seems 
to be full of them.

Some 
of the teeth which have been found 
weigh over eight pounds, and measure 
over a foot iu circumference. Ne effjil 
has been made to collect the bones with 
a view to their preservation, aikl no 
scientific examination has been at- 
tempted to determine their character.

H->w to Make ash Km .Swee Ci 
dsr— Cider, as every one knnwd who 
kmt bad anyexperience.vvitbit, is liable, 
eve* tinder favorable circumstance*, to 
undtno acetous fermenta'ion, and de- 
velop* a roujsb, bard taste. As soon as a 
>>arrvl or caak is tapped, it grows more 
aod more acid, and finally becomes vin- 
ejpir. 

Souio prevent fermentation by treat- 
ment with various comnounda prepared 
for the purposo which contain lime. 
.Sulpliive (not Hulphato) of lime i-- a 
n«u*l form, l'rof. Horsford, of C.im* 
bridge. Ma3fachusett>, is one of many 
experimenters who hm testified to its 
elficacy in keeping cider sweet. He 
advices one-eighth of an ounce ot fcul- 
pliite <A lime to each gallon of eitkr 
a tar t-he fermentation has proceeded 
until the liquor has attained the required 
taate, iirst. mixing the powder in a quart 
or so of cider, and then pouring it into 
the r:tak and giving it a thorough 
shaking. 

And yet another plan is ; ouring it 
iqto .he bunghole of the cask, after the 
first draught has been made, half a pint 
of warm, clear sperm or sweet oil, 
argument being that this spreads a thin 
coat over the surface, and keeps spread- 
ing as the cider is drawn out, excluding 
the air and imparting no taste of oil to 
the cider. 

The methods here given are among 
the least objectionable of the many 
prac'.iced, and afford, according to the 
testimony of farmers, a beverage whirl; I 
very tolerable, if not excellent. Con- 
iiviriseurs, however, detect these and all 
other appliances, and the nwjority of 
•rid. r-ti rinkers regard pure cider, un_am- 
j t-rrtl -with, as the only goodVider. 

Cider properly made, at the richt 
aeason of the year, and from the right 
sort of apples, will, when tightly bunged 
in g<x>d barrels or casks, change but 
little, and that very gradually. When 
bottled, there is no change, except a 
certain improvement which comes with 
aga. When a prime article is required 
for keeping during the emir? year or 
longer, the first step, then, is to produce 
a £'>*l article. October and November, 
according to climate, or when the tight, 
autumn frosts have begun, and the fruit 
is in all its ruddy perfection of rlpenen 
is the time to make cider. 

*. g< od cider-apple is rather r.itrifu:f ut 
in its properties of flesh and juice. 'Die 
celebrated Newark, N. J., cider, which 
always commands a high price on ac- 
count of its superior excellence, a;: ! 
«r:en sold under the name of champagne 
cider, is made from apples the juice of 
wh'eii contains the largest percentage of 
alcohol, as the Hessian, Canfield, and the 
Virginia crab. The strongest c'nier, 
furthermore, eomes, as a rule, from ap- 
ples which contain the least aruount of 
juice. The apples are sweated, and :>:-.-- 
mit-u-d to try somewhat Uiforr. they are 
ground, the quality and strength of the 
eider beiug improved, in consequence of 
tHe ipples having parted, during this 
prowls, with six or eight per cent, of 
water. 

The apples cleared of leaves, shriveled 
winfalls, and rotten fruit, are crushed or 
ground, according to the old or new 
process employed ; the former is pr- 
ab!e, as pomace which has been finely 
ground is liable to yield cloudy or 
muddy liquor. The pulp is generally 
laid fcside for at least twenty-four hours, 
and turned occasionally to allow fer- 
mentation to set in before the juice is 
expressed. By this means the aromatic 
oil funcained in the seeds is extracted, 
communicating its flavor to the mass, 
and a richer, fuller flavored beverage is 
the result. 

The color of the juice is changed by 
the management of the pulp. Different 
kinds of apples give different flavors, but 
from any kind two distinct varieties of 
cider may be made, the one by express- 
ing the juice beiore any change of color 
occurs from the exposure of the pulp to 
the atmosphere, and the other after this 
exposure. In champagne cider, there* 
fore, the juice, in order that it may be 
light-colored, is pressed from the pomnre 
as soon as ground. 

Ma casks into which the juice is put 
should be clean and sweet. If new o i 
are employed, those made of strong, oak 
BtavcH aie recommended. If second- 
hand ones are used, whisky or ot!.-- 
spirit casks are best, provided they are 
cle-.u-ed of must aud all impnrities. If 
not, they should be thoroughly clearused 
with lime or wood ashes and water. In 
addition to this, thoroughly faxoig 
with Hatches of roll brimstone dropped 
into the bung, afterwards rinsing with 
hot water and draining dry. The barrels 
filled, they should be placed with bungs 
up on blocks or skids, where the tern* 
pcrature will not fall below sixty de- 
grees not increase above seven ty-fi ye 
degrees Fahrenheit. 

An itrtive, saccharine fermentation 
will begin in a few hours, and ought to be 
allowed to coulinue, with the bung loose, 
antil the hissing sound, so readily dis- 
cernible when carbonic acid is escaping, 
shall cosse. The cider is then ready for 
the Brat racking, and it is at this point 
that it is exposed to the action of sul- 
phurous acid gas by the advocates ot 
"stumming" or " match in," as it is 
called. As it has been before intimated, 
the c mrjoiaseur quickly detects matched 
cider; therefore, old manufacturera 
emit it. 

After having racked or drawn the 
cider oif into clean barrels, the bungs

In the Diocese of the Episcopal 
Church at Madia, there have been 22,- 
000 additions inaijttle over six months. 
There has also been an accession of 800 
or 900 persona, embracing about 6,000 
persons, to the Arcot Mission of the 
Eutch Reformed Church. These, with 
the 5,422 at the Telugu Mission, make 
the aggregate of about 33,000 referred to 
by hs last week. It is probable that a 
large portion of these have been drawn 
to Christianity as a result of the aid 
rendered during the famine. The Hindus 
saw and recognised this aid as a fruit of 
religion infinitely superior, even in its 
human aspects, to their own, aud hence 
embraced it, rightly judging it by its 
fruits. It is expected, from indications, 
that this is but the beginning of a work 
such as has not been in the history of 
missions. Evenlas'tt now stands it ex- 
ceeds anything wTdch has transpired 
since the beginning of modern missions 
in the East — [Chicago Standard. 

Dryiag Flowers in Sand. 

There are many of our brilliant flow- 
ers, such as dahlias, pans'es, pinks, ge- 
raniums, sweet-williams, carnations, 
gladioli, which may be preserved so as tu 
retain their color for years. White 
flowers will not answer as well for this 
purpose, nor any succulent plant, as 
hyacinths or cactus. Take dishes of 
sufficient depth to allow the flowers to 
be covered an inch deep with sand ; get 
the common white sand, such as is used 
for scouring purposes, cover the Uittom 
of the dish with a layer half an iuch 
deep, and then lay in the flowers, with 
the stems downward, holding them 
firmly in place while you sprinkle more 
sand over them, until all the places be- 
tween the petals are tilled and the flow- 
ers are buried out of sight. A broad 
dish will accommodate quite a larue 
numkr, and allow sullicieut sand be- 
tween. Set the dish in a dry, warm 
place, where they will dry gradually, 
and at the end of the week pour off the 
sand and examine them ; if there is any 
moisture in the sand, it must ba dried 
l>efore using sgain, or fresh sand may be 
ttoured over them, the same as before. 
Some flowers will require weeks to dry, 
while others will become sufficiently dry 
to put away in a week or ten days. By 
this very simple process flowers, fern-, 
etc., are preserved in the proper sha|>e, 
as well as iu their natural color, which 
is far better than to press them in books. 



Our Exports. 

Rural Mew Yorker. 

An enumeration of some of the exports 
from the port of New York in a single 
week will give a very clear idea of the 
wonderful wealth of resources and ma- 
terial, and the extent of the foreign 
traffic of the United States. For in- 
stance in one week in September there 
were 2,000,000 bushels of wheat shipped 
abroad. Manufactures and produce 
were sent to fifty-seven foreign ports. 
Cf these the largest business was done 
with Liverpool, the amount being 
$1,607,361). This included 300 tons of 
fresh meat, 360 kegs of tongues, oysters, 
toys, cbromos, shoe- polish, $62,000 worth 
of butter, nearly $300,000 worth of 
bacon, $283,000 worth of tobacco and 
$223,900 of wheat. London J$600,000 
worth of goods, among which were 300 
sewing-machines, 730 packages of 
wooden ware, 500,000 pounds of cheese, 
106,000 bushels of wheat, and 4,515 
cases of canned goods. Clasgow took 
forty-two barrels shoe pegs and 1,200 
cases of canned goods aud other mer- 
chandise to the value of $200,000 ; $58,- 
21 1 worth went to Japan ; $500,000 to 
Australia, which took 1,307 packages ot 
agricultural.implements, 225 barrels of 
sh«o pegs, a lot of wind-mills, pump', 

etc. ':' 

From lCches to Poverty. 



B. J. Oakley, the absconding cashier 
of the Merchants' Exchange National 
Bank, of New York, after eluding the 

vigilance of the authorities for several 
years, was arrested on Thursday last, and 
is now an inmate of the Ludlow Street 
Jail. Cakley was indicted iu the United 
States Court in February, 1870, and was 
placed under $10,000 bail, which he 
readily obtained. He left the city in 
July of the same year and has not been 
seen here until* - lay. He wasconnected 
with the bank lw» nty-seven years, and 
enjoyed the confidence of the President 
aud all the officers of the bank. He told 
the District Attorney that for the last 
seven years he bad lived in Canada, be- 
ing moot of the time in Montreal, and 
that on many occasions he had been 
obliged to beg for bread &ni was now 
penuiles*. On several occasions, to keep 
from starving, he had worked as a com- 
mon laborer, and once took a situation 
of cook on a coasting vessel. Oakley 
said that Mr. Hell (the present Assistant 
Diairiet Attorney) was his counsel, and, 
acting on his advice. Oakley states that 
he fled to Canada. He al-o says that it 
it had not been for Mr. Bell he would 
have remained here and taken the con- 
sequences of his misdeeds. The amount 
ol Oakley's defalcation was $300,000. 

Fine DIectuBnism. 



Pres. J. M. Crogory,one of the I 'oiled 
States Commissioners to the Paris Ex- 
position, in a reference to the Russian 
educational exhibits, writes: Russia 
has already eight universities, with an 
ajrgregate attendance of 5,629 students 
January 1, 1878. It has also 195 
gymnasiums, 50,701 pupils ; 56 real or j 
scientific schools with 10,889 pupil-.; 223 
gymnasiums for girls, with 34.878 pupils; j 
68 no:maI schools, with 4,968 pupils aud 
25,491 primary schools, with 1,074,559 
pupils. These figu es are the more in 
teresling, just now, from the recent 
enormous stride Russia has m*de as a 
European power. They do not yet com 
pare favorably with the statistics of 
America, the land of schools, but they 
show wonderlul progress and a clear con- 
ception on the part of the Russian gov- 
ernment that nations, as well as men, 
rise in power aud civilization only by 
rising iu intelligence.

One of the most singular mechanical 
operations imaginable is the making ot 
pold wire for what is known as gold lace. 
The refiner first prepares a solid rod of 
silver about an inch in thickness; he 
heats this rod, applies up;m thesuriatv ? 
sheet of gold leaf, burnishes this down, 
applies another coating, burnishes this 
down — and so on, until the gold is about 
one-hundredth part the thickness of the 
silver. The rod is then subjected to a 
train o £ processes which brings it down 
to the state of fine wire, when it is passed 
through holes in a steel plate K-sseuing 
step by stop iu diameter. Tho gold 
never deserts the silver, but adheres 
closely to it and shares all its rnutitions; 
it is one-hundredth part the thickness of 
the silver at the beginning, and it main- 
tains the same ratio to the end. As to 
the thinness to which the gold-coated 
rod of silver can he brought, the limit 
depends on the delicacy of human skill. 
It has been calculated, however, that tbe 
gold actually placed on the very finest 
silver wire for gold lace is not more than 
one-third of one-millionth of an inch in 
thickness— that is, not above one tenth 
the thickness of ordinary gold-leal.

If we pronounce it onur 
according to Webster, why not write it 
so? Either our pronunciation or spell- 
ing, iu thousands of instances, is wrong. 
We are at raid to pronounce an unfamiliar 
word without first consulting the dic- 
tionary. It takes a lifetime to thor- 
oughly understand our contradictory 
language.
